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Since the departure of lung Parouk fro. a Egypt, the 
'Ptian newspapers 'have put i. h; eae rant theRma t; ter of 
iwhies.

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At first this was considered a journal ■ otic speculation 
and even one of them denied his article in which ‘ e had said 
that Farouk and Zog were on bad terms. 

Then came a period of quiet during which rumours were 
circulated concerning steps being taken to close down the Lega- 
tion in Cairo. 

During the su-moer of 1 : 353 , King Zog and his fa uly de- 
cided to leave Egypt and settle down in some country wh ire 
Prince Leka could follow a proper education. For this they 
thou ,ht leaving- for the States, but on account of the delay 
of tho cbOentiOTi of visas for his suite this desire was not 
realised, to go the United Z tutor. . 

It s-.cmed that the .matters h*d t unr i ;& and that 
King Zog would have left Egypt in the midst of October for 
France , but all of a sadden the Legation v/as closed and the 
egyptian newspapers took a different tone regarding the Eing 
cabling him "mister". Then a few days later they started a 
new. campaign asking the Eing for accounts on fabulous gaims 
he had made. Then one day, the members of the Court of Justice 
and the Folice went to the house of Eing So g 'and asked to 
open the safe and cover the documents which were in it. T&e 
King opposed himself saying that- he enjoyed political immunity 
and that he would- not allow such. 

The different accusations made against the King are 
at the number of three: "the King is trading, and this trade 
he has not declared and done . through different people to escape 
the governmental taxes." 

The Egyptians know perfectly well that during his stay 
in Egypt the King has done no official trade. 

.'When he wished to leave Egypt, he sold his house with 
some benefice and payed about h.pCO pounds- as taxes. 

King Zog has officially asked the Egyptian Government- 
to deliver him an export p -emit to send 10 .CCC- dollars to pay 
kb;:: t oces on hi:, house iu New YmcV;..

4. King Zog has often tried to buy some laud in 3 gyp fc 
and cultivate it. But the Egyptian Government 

as for all' expatriate individuals has asked for 
silver devises. So his request was not realised 
but the transaction to pay the taxes onhi's house 
in the States was allowed. 

5. King Zog has lent to J-ahsin Serragedine , the brother 
of Sraggediae Pacha, some money during the period 
when Nahas Pacha was prime minister. 

6. When King Zog has sent his gold out of Egypt , he 
asked for a permit from the egyptian' government 
and received such from the Minister of Finances. 

The second hypotheses is that what is happening in 
Egypt is done with the aim of discrediting the King, and is 
nay be the propaganda of some extremist albanian elements as 
well as with some persons whose political colour needs to be. 
investigated, and who are in connection for this campaign with, 
some egyptians of same tendency. 

The opinion is. that the King will refuse to pay the 
twxes requested by the Egyptian Government. 

The reason for the presentation of this relation is based 
on three points: 

1. Juridical : To show that in no manner King Zog has 
speculated and traded, to have grounds for a trial; 

2. Political: Although the egyptian government has tried 

to diminsil "the prestige of the King, it has reached 
the point of proving that inspite of his large family 
and the support distributed everywhere , he has not 
asked anything from anyone and tried to secure his 

own living.
